Council tax freeze closer 


PLANS to freeze council tax for the 
next two years have come a step 
nearer. 

The royal borough’s Cabinet gave the latest 
budget package their backing when they met 
last Wednesday, (January 23). 

The final stage comes tomorrow (January 
30) when the budget is debated and voted on 
by the full council. 

If approved, council tax will have been 
frozen for the last seven years - and for 12 of 
the last 17 years. 


Earlier this year, the government’s 
independent District Auditor praised 
Greenwich’s “robust financial management” 
which has seen frontline services expanded 
despite a record £70m in funding cuts. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “For the past decade we 
have developed a ruthless approach to 
evaluating costs and savings while 
protecting our front line services. Even 
with these record cuts, we have worked 
hard to increase library services, build 
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more children’s centres and expand 
provision in leisure, health and in cultural 
services.” 

There are also plans to invest £6 million 
into a local employment scheme to help 
people move off benefits and into work. 
And there will be more investment in 
street cleaning, and funding for the Violent 
and Organised Crime Unit (VOCU). This 
has broken up several criminal gangs and 
cut gun and knife crime by a third in the 
last 12 months. 

The council will also be working with 
the police to establish a further team of 
officers dedicated to tackling domestic 
violence.

We say no to Silvertown Tunnel 


WHY is Greenwich Council not 
opposing the Silvertown Tunnel, or 
at least encouraging a free and open 
debate on it? 

Studies show building new roads 
attracts more traffic, and more 
jams equal more pollution, and the 
Woolwich Road flyover is already 
one of the most polluted locations in 
London. 

Yet we are told we must accept 
Silvertown or “do nothing”. 

Greenwich Council has no evidence 
a Silvertown tunnel will bring any 
benefits - and has done no studies 
into traffic or pollution to back up its 
theories.

Public meeting to discuss 
police station closures 


LOCALS have the chance to give 
their views on plans to close three 
police stations in the borough at 
a public meeting tonight (Tuesday, 
January 29). 

It’s at the University of Greenwich lecture 
theatre, 30 Park Row, Greenwich, from 
8-9pm. 

The meeting has been organised by the 
London Mayor as part of a capital-wide 
public consultation on his scheme to 
save £500million on the cost of running 
the Met Police. Locally, it would mean 
closing Woolwich and Greenwich stations 
and the safer neighbourhood counter in 
Thamesmead. 

Plumstead would stay as a 24/7 station, 
while Eltham would have shorter opening 
hours. 

Civic leaders are due to meet senior police 
officers next month to discuss the impact 
for local policing. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for community 
safety, said: “I urge residents to make 
their views as clear as possible in this 
consultation. As well as the loss of the 
buildings, we believe the proposals will 
result in a lower police head count while 
the population of the royal borough is 
growing. 

“We are concerned about how people 
will access police services - both residents 
and an increase in tourists expected on 


the back of London 2012.” Meanwhile plans 
to close Woolwich fire station have stalled 
after a meeting last Monday (January 21) of 
the London Fire and Emergency Planning 
Authority (LFEPA). Local fire-fighters and 
the public joined a picket of the meeting 
at the London Fire Brigade headquarters 
near London Bridge. 

An amendment made by Labour members 
and supported by Liberal Democrat and 
Green members meant the authority 
refused to rubber-stamp plans by Ron 
Dobson, Commissioner of the London Fire 
Brigade, aimed at saving £28.8m over the 
next two years. The plans involve closing 
12 London fire stations, including the one 
in Sunbury Street, Woolwich, built in 1887 
and said to be the oldest fire station in the 
capital. 

Simon Chapman, the Fire Brigades Union 
rep for south-east London, said: “They were 
concerned about proposals such as moving 
fire engines between stations that would 
mean attendance times would not be met. 
The authority members are the people who 
have seen all the evidence. They believe 
the cuts are cuts too far.” 

Over the coming days, the London Fire 
Commissioner will be discussing with 
officers what this means in terms of setting 
the authority’s budget and finding the 
savings that are still needed over the next 
two years.

THE police have launched 
a new campaign calling 
on locals to be extra 
careful with their mobile 
phones. 

The campaign aims to make 
more people aware of the 
risk of being robbed in the 
street. And the big message 
is: don’t keep valuables such 
as phones, tablet devices, 
jewellery and cash on show. 

The initiative is timed 
to coincide with the start 
of the year, when there 
is traditionally a rise in 
robberies as people report 
stolen items received as 
Christmas gifts. 

Phones make up nearly 
three quarters of items taken 
in personal robberies with 
Apple iPhones accounting 
for around half of all phones 
stolen. 

Under the campaign, 
posters and radio ads are 
being used to remind people 
not to leave mobiles on cafe 
tables or bars or to get out 
their phones at target areas 
such as train stations and 
bus stops. 

Detective Chief 

Superintendent Richard 
Wood said: “Having personal 
possessions on show gives 
robbers a chance to make 
easy money. We want people 
in Royal Greenwich to be 
conscious of where they are, 
and be careful about expensive 
items being displayed such

as mobile phones and 
jewellery.” 

Police in Greenwich 
use a range of tactics 
to tackle robberies and 
thefts, using both covert 
and overt operation. 

These include high- 
visibility patrols, the use 
of new and innovative 
technology to identify 
offenders and report 
crime, and targeting the 
illegal mobile phone 
re-sale market. In a bid 
to encourage people to 
help protect themselves, 
there is also a range 
of tips available on 
the Met’s social media 
channels, Youtube and 
Facebook. 

The Met campaign 
coincides with the 
release of the latest crime 
figures which show street 
robberies down by a third 
in a year. 

Five hundred and 
twenty people were 
robbed in the borough 
during 2012 - compared 
with 798 the year before. 
The decrease is more 
than London as a whole 
which saw the figures 
for robbery against the 
person fall from 36,657 
to 33,830.

POLICE are warning local people about 
con artists doing the rounds in the 
borough as they investigate recent fraud 
cases. 

The scammers are targeting vulnerable 
people across Greenwich using two types 
of scam: a bank scam and a bogus officer 
scam which are both designed to elicit 
cash from unsuspecting victims. 

In the first, victims receive a phonecall 
from someone claiming to be from their 
bank, who says their debit or credit cards 
are being used fraudulently to make a 
number of costly purchases. 

The victim is asked to call the number on 
the back of their bank cards but when the 
victim puts the phone down to dial their 
bank's number, the suspect, who has not 
hung up from the previous call manages 
to keep the telephone line open. The 
suspect subsequently talks to the victim 
again, this time pretending to be a bank 
operator and persuades the victim to 
give card details and pin numbers before 
arranging for the cards to be collected by 
an unsuspecting taxi firm and delivered 
to him. 

Police are also warning about a bogus 
detective who calls to say officers are 
conducting an operation to trap local 
criminals and need money and assistance 
from the public in order to carry out their 
investigation. 

They appear to know victims' surnames 
and they are given a reference code, 
which makes the call more credible. 

Royal borough police says residents 
should not make any arrangements with 
any caller or handover cash or cards. 

They urge residents to use another phone 
to call their banks, call police on 1 01 or 
attend the local police station and report 
the incident. 

Superintendent Chris Hafford said: "We 
don't ask members of the public to 
provide us with money to assist with our 
investigations and we certainly wouldn't 
ask them to make expensive purchases 
to help our ongoing enquiries. Please 
be extra vigilant - do not agree to give 
money to anyone". 

He added; "It appears that the scammers 
are targeting elderly people and 
pensioners. If you have an elderly relative 
or friend, please make them aware of this 
scam and ensure that they do not hand 
over any cash to strangers under any 
circumstances."

'Good' report for 
child protection 


SERVICES that help 
ensure the safety of 
children and young 
people in the borough 
have been given the 
thumbs up by Ofsted 
inspectors. 

After the inspection in 
December, inspectors said 
the overall effectiveness of 
child protection services 
in the royal borough was 
“good”, and singled out 
a number of services for 
praise, including: 

• the ways in which 
the views of children 
and young people, and 
of parents, are listened 
to, and are used to help 
shape local services 

• leadership and 
governance arrangements 
for children’s services, 
which are described as 
“strong” 

• the “prompt and 
appropriate response” 
to cases where children 
may require statutory 
intervention and 


where there is a risk of 
significant harm 

• the range of services 
for young people at The 
Point, a one-stop shop 
in Woolwich, which 
inspectors described as 
“particularly effective in 
targeting interventions 
to support young people 
who are homeless, at risk 
of being homeless or in 
financial difficulty” 

There was also praise 
for the role played by 
children’s centres in 
offering targeted services 
and parenting support 
programmes for some 
of the most vulnerable 
children and families in 
the borough. 

The inspectors noted 
the work being done in 
reducing exclusions from 
school and preventing 
escalation of family 
tensions. 

Close working 

arrangements with the 
police in assessing cases 
that feature domestic 


violence and pose a 
potential risk to children 
were among the elements 
of good practice noted by 
inspectors. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for children’s 
services, told GT: “Our 
services to protect 
children and young people 
are perhaps the most 
important among any 
that the council provides, 
and children’s social 
services face some of the 
most difficult decisions 
imaginable, in assessing 
the best course of action 
to keep a child safe from 
harm. 

“It is reassuring that the 
inspectors were generally 
pleased with work being 
done to protect children, 
and that they recognised 
the good partnerships 
between local agencies. 

“We will continue in 
our efforts to bring about 
further improvements in 
services for children and 
families.” 


Fighting perils 
of cyberspace 

YOUNG people have launched their own 
campaign to warn their friends about the 
dangers of using the internet. 

Members of Greenwich Young People's 
Council (GYPC) have called their campaign: 
'The internet - it's great to use when it's not 
abused' 

It was devised by GYPC members Adam 
Perry,1 7, and Plumstead Manor pupil, 

1 9-year-old Kayleigh Clarke, who is the 
children in care rep on GYPC. 

The pair worked with the Greenwich 
Safeguarding Children Board, a partnership 
of organisations including the royal 
borough, police, health professionals, and 
voluntary services. 

Adam, who is now at Shooters Hill Post 
16 campus said: "I felt it was a really 
important thing to get involved with. A lot 
of my friends have had issues and concerns 
around internet safety and cyber bullying. 

"We did some training to recognise the 
issues and areas that affect young people, 
especially the area of privacy settings 
which most young people ignore." 

Their campaign was launched to school 
councils and teachers at the Y Factor 
conference in December, where they also 
ran a workshop and gave out information 
telling young people where to get support. 

"The idea is that school councils can 
now spread the word around schools in 
support of the campaign. The feedback 
from teachers is that it is a really useful 
campaign," said Adam.

ALL the best football teams play 
in triangles - and for local 10 
and 11-year-old players there’s 
only one league worth playing 
for - the Charlton Triangle 
Community Football League. 

The league has just started its sixth 
season and games will be played every 
Tuesday for 10 weeks at the Meridian 
Sports Ground on Charlton Lane. 

The competition - played between 
4pm and 5.30pm - is open to all 
primary school children aged 10 and 
11, with at least two girls per team. 
There are A and B teams for each 
school, which means that as many 
children as possible can take part. 

Last year the league was made up of 

7- a-side teams, but with more schools 
from across the borough wanting to 
take part, this year it has grown to 

8- a-side teams with an additional four 
players to be used as substitutes. 

All games are 15 minutes each way, 
making 132 games that need to be 
played before the finals on the March 
26. Games take place on three pitchers 
at the same time. 


Three former players have come 
back to referee the league games. One 
of them - 16-year-old Dean Flower - 
played in the first competition back 
in 2008. 

Dean said: “I wanted to referee in 
this league as I enjoyed playing in it so 
much and getting this chance is great 
for my own personal development.” 

Players have made new friends 
as well as improving their fitness 
and skills in the league, and the 
sportsmanship shown by young 
players has been praised by teachers 
and parents alike. 

Each player receives a medal at the 
end of the competition and the top 
three winning teams get trophies 
from Charlton Athletic players. 

The league is supported by Charlton 
Triangle Homes, which looks after 
1,200 homes in the borough, 

Tireless Ed Price, the PE coordinator 
of Charlton Manor primary school, 
oversees the day-to-day running of 
the league and fixtures list. 

Ed said: “It’s great to see how much 
the children love this competition, 
which just gets bigger and bigger.”

Lauren and Luke get the belt that matters

THEIR passion for jujitsu 
has nothing to with medals 
or Olympic dreams, but the 
experience Lauren Wilkin 
and Luke Rodrigues shared 
at Shrewsbury House was as 
emotional as winning gold. 

It was the moment they put on 
their junior black belts. 

“I was supposed to be the typical 
bloke and bottle up my feelings,” 
laughed Luke, an IT technician 
who lives in Woolwich, “but I 
started when I saw Lauren in 
tears. It was such a great sense of 
relief and joy.” 

The two 18-year-olds are 
members of the Cougar Club of 
Jujitsu that meets three times a 
week at the centre in Bushmoor 
Crescent, Shooters Hill. 

Luke was one of its first students 


10 years ago. “My dad got me into 
it when I was really young,” he 
told GT. “He wanted me to be able 
to protect myself. I kept it up and 
it became a passion from there - a 
way of life, if you like. 

“We don’t want or need to 
compete. It’s tailored to the street 
and at school and is strictly about 
self-defence and self-confidence 
in real-life situations. I’m a 
junior instructor myself now and 
I’ve seen nervous young people 
come here and be bursting with 
confidence after a few months.” 

Lauren, who lives in Eltham and 
is studying history at Goldsmiths 
University, started jujitsu when 
she went to secondary school at 
Crown Woods. “I’d been bullied, 
nothing very serious, but I wanted 
the confidence to stand up to 
people. 

“My mum worked at Shrewsbury 


House and knew about the club. 

I was quite nervous but they 
were very friendly and it was 
really fun. I’ve never had to 
use jujitsu, maybe because 
it’s improved my self- 
awareness and don’t find 
myself in situations. 

“I was in tears when I 
received my black belt. 

Jujitsu has given me such 
confidence, even with public , 
speaking, and I’m hoping to 
become a teacher.” 

More than 50 spectators ' 
watched Luke and Lauren’s > 
black belt grading at Shrewsbury 
House in December. Chief 
instructor Rob Belfield told GT: 
“We have five instructors that 
have come through the ranks and 
100-plus students. 

“Luke and Lauren put on one of 
the best gradings I’ve seen in 20 
years. Their skill, coordination 
and control was really fantastic. 
They’re great role models for the 
younger ones.” 

Jujitsu includes techniques 
to turn someone’s aggression 
against themselves. Luke has had 
to use it on one or two occasions 
and says: “It definitely does work 
but we’re taught at the club to 
always try to talk our way out of 
situations and walk away if we 
can. 

“I teach my pupils the same 
thing, but you’ve always got that 
back up, the confidence that you 
can protect yourself.”

Last days to back Bridge the Gap

THERE are just three days 
left for people to have their 
say on plans to create new 
crossings over the Thames in 
south-east London. 

Transport for London (TfL) has 
been running a public consultation 
to get people’s views. 

And the deadline to take part is 
this Friday, (February 1). 

Many businesses, civic and 
community leaders in the borough 
say that the best way to ease all 
the traffic snarl-ups and open up 
the region to economic growth is 
to have a new tunnel at Greenwich 
Peninsula. 

The council believes TfL’s 
current suggestion for a ferry 
at Thamesmead doesn’t go far 
enough and a new crossing is 
needed. 

It is urging residents to back 
the campaign by going to www. 
royalgreenwich.gov.uk/bridgethegap 


and taking part in TfL’s 
consultation exercise at www.tfl. 
gov.uk/rivercrossings 

The campaign is being led jointly 
by the royal borough and Newham 
Council. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and 
skills, said: “New river crossings 
are absolutely essential to solve 
the serious congestion in this 
part of London and unlock the 
development potential of some 40 
sites both sides of the Thames. 

“This is about easing congestion 
and pollution by making it easier 
to travel from one side of the river 
to the other. 

“We support all other transport 
options and urge people to walk, 
cycle and to use public transport, 
but we also need to solve the 
congestion issue and to bring 
better jobs and prospects for our 
local residents and businesses.”

T HERE has been a settlement 
at Woolwich since before 
Londinium was a twinkle in 
Rome’s eye. 

It was a millennia before Henry VIII 
would commission a fleet of warships 
from its riverside, where 400 years 
later the Royal Arsenal would hum 
to the rhythm of World War One 
munitions production. 

Fast-forward to 2012, and five years 
of painstaking work was realised in 
the most comprehensive history of 
Woolwich ever produced. 

The 48th edition of the Survey of 
London was started in 2007 by a small 
team of researchers, photographers 
and draftsmen. 

The huge tome puts SE18 into focus 
like never before, delving into the rich 
history of the docks, the Arsenal and 
its inhabitants. 

Aerial photographs, historical 
records and new architectural 
drawings document the buildings of 
the area which helped shape London. 

The book’s editor, Peter Guillery told 
GT: “There has been a settlement on 
the site right back to the Iron Age. It 
had a ditch right around it between 
Bell Water Gate and the Arsenal. It 
was a settlement of some importance 
and size, even before London was a 
town - before the Romans.” 

The 500 pages of the weighty volume 
focus primarily on the buildings 
which have been built over the last 
half-millennia. 

“Our work is to concentrate on the 
buildings - we’re not archeologists,” 
the editor said. “What we look at are 
what’s standing now and how it got 
there and what’s interesting about the 
architecture, and there is a great deal 
in Woolwich.” 

The series of books has been running 
since 1890. 

“In recent decades the books have 
focused on areas where change is 
afoot, to try and be useful not just 
to English Heritage, but the general 
public as well,” said Peter, who has 
been documenting London’s buildings 
for more than 25 years. The Survey of 
London was taken over by English 
Heritage in 1999. 

A copy of the book is on display at 
the Greenwich Heritage Centre until 
February 7, and newly surveyed 
drawings were commissioned 
specially for the project. 

“The long section of the town hall 
is featured in a pullout section - it’s 
a building in a way that you won’t 
see otherwise,” he added. “We were 
determined to do more areas south 
of the river, just because of the 
imbalance in the series as a whole. It 
was a priority with English Heritage 
that Woolwich should be covered.” 

The team unearthed many new 
stories. 

“There are still remnants of the very 
small cinema on Woolwich New Road, 
which is now a garage, and we found 
that the houses on Thomas Street

“In the Arsenal there was the discovery 
that Gottfried Semper, the German 
architect was responsible for designing the 
ironworks. Nobody knew of the German 
connection. He was here as a refugee in the 
19th century - so it was long before World 
War One.” 

At its height, 80,000 people were employed 
at the site. 

“The Arsenal as a factory was hugely 
important - it was one of the major 
industrial employers for the military. Its 


workforce made Woolwich prosperous. It’s 
a very important site, and long before that 
in the 16th century it was the dockyard.” 

It was Henry VIII’s initiative to build what 
were then, the largest ships in Europe. 

“We were able to confirm that the origins 
of the dockyard were where the car park of 
the Waterfront Leisure Centre now stands, 
and not where the dockyard is now.” 

“Naval shipbuilding began there in 1512, 
so our publication marked 500 years since 
that began, and was an anniversary that 
was largely forgotten amongst all the other 
celebrations last year. 

“We spent a lot of time investigating the 
history of public housing in Woolwich. 


It’s not something that’s really been 
explored. The history of council housing 
is interesting - there are areas which may 
not be very popular architecturally but in 
historic terms very important. 

“The Morris Walk estate was the first 
major experiment with industrialised 
assistance building in the country.” 

There are drawings to show how buildings 
work, with some of the Artillery Barracks, 
showing the amount of space that soldiers 
were given over the centuries in the 
barracks. 

“Woolwich was a big town in its own right

Beginning 
of the End 

IT'S the beginning of the end at Greenwich 
Theatre... the beginning of a week-long run 
of Journey's End, that is. 

The First World War drama comes to the 
Crooms Hill theatre on February 9. It's a return 
for the Sell A Door company, and the third in 
a trio of historical productions, after The Man 
Who had all the Luck and The Hound of the 
Baskervilles in 2012. 

"It's a play that requires a slightly different 
skill from me," director David Hutchinson tells 
Scene - "I have had to know when to butt-out! 

"It is a very realistic play, it's been a case of 
just letting the characters tell the story." 

The R.C. Sherriff script was based on the 
author's experiences during World War One 
"It's a really deep story," David says. "We had 
to do a lot of research into the period that we 
didn't have a wealth of knowledge on - none of 
us existed then, of course! One of the cast was 
lucky enough to get hold of one of Sherriff's 
diaries from the period, which really added 
colour." 

Journey's End is the story of a group of officers 
in a dugout on the eve of a massive assault on 
the German trenches, an hour-by-hour account 
of the terrifying lead-up to the big push. 

"The clock is ticking," David adds. "It gets 
right into the characters and how they prepare 
themselves for dealing with possible death." 

It was first performed in 1 929, by a cast which 
included Lawrence Olivier. All of the officers 
have their own story to tell. 

"One tries to abandon his post, and another 
is an alcoholic who's been driven to drink by 
the harrowing conflict," David says. 

Theatrical retellings of the First World 
War often fall foul of the sheer scale of the 
battlefield, but Journey's End is more about 
in-situ characterisations, the director says. 

"It's all set in the dugout. The challenge was 
to create a sense of claustrophobia and the 
idea of everything going on overhead." 

It's the eighth play that Sell A Door has put on 
at Greenwich Theatre, before it started life at 
the now-closed Greenwich Playhouse. 

The growing, independent company has 
since put down roots with an office in the town 
centre. RK

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

Changes to the rents and 
tenancies of some advertised 
housing association properties. 

Affordable Housing 

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing. 

From now you will now be seeing some housing 
association properties advertised for higher rents, 
up to eighty percent of the market rent. These 
rents will also include the service charge that you 
will need to pay for the property. We will use the 
phrase Affordable Housing on the adverts to help 
you identify these properties. 

Please note the Council will continue to 
advertise all the homes it owns at the 
standard rent level. 

You can bid for properties advertised as 
Affordable Housing in exactly the same way as for 
other advertised properties. If you are successful 
the housing association may want to check you 
have enough income to pay the higher rent, 
whether you are working or on benefits. If you are 
currently a housing association tenant the rent you 
pay on your present home will not be affected by 
this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.

coach at Metro, Gemma’s club at Thomas 
Tallis school in Kidbrooke. 

“Gemma won an Olympic medal but, for 
various reasons, had never been British 
champion,” said Mick. “This time she 
arrived as an Olympic medallist, short of 
fitness with everyone wanting to beat her 
- and she won it! Ironically, I couldn’t get 
there because of the weather. I followed 
her progress on Facebook, Twitter, text 
and the rest of it.” 

Gemma, who got engaged to fellow 
Olympic judoka Euan Burton on New 
Year’s Eve, won all her fights in the 78kg 
pool, including what was effectively 
a gold medal match against Caroline 
Kinnane. 

Her sights now are set on the world 
championships in Rio in August, 
starting with a training camp in Paris in 
the second week in February prior to the 
German Open the following week. 

All the while Mick Murphy is receiving 
letters for her from all over the world, 
sending best wishes and asking for 
autographs. “I’m retired now but have 
never been busier at Metro,” said Mick. 
“The life of this club changed for ever 
at a quarter past three on August the 
second, 2012.”

Gemma and Zoe 
back in the medals

IT was gold and silver for Olympic stars 
Gemma Gibbons and Zoe Smith. 

Twenty-six-year-old Gemma from Charlton 
was crowned British judo champion for the first 
time in Sheffield on Sunday, January 20, while 
Abbey Wood weightlifter Zoe Smith took silver 
at the Australian Youth Olympic Festival. 

Zoe - who broke the British clean and jerk 
record at the London Olympics - came second in 
the 63kg category at the event in Sydney which 
ran from January 16 to 20. 

Gemma - who was seen to look up and say “I 
love you, Mum” after winning her semi-final 
at the Olympics last August - had only been in 
training for a month after surgery on the thumb 
she broke in three places at the Games. “I’ve 
never been senior British champion before, so 
it was great to come away with that title,” she 
said. “I wasn’t really sharp today, but it’s what 
I expected coming back after surgery and after 
the Olympic Games.” 

One person who saw all her previous defeats 
but missed this victory was Mick Murphy, head
